Some account of THOMAS PAINE, in his last 
Seenurss 

After W. U's family began to visit him, which 
was afew wecks previous to his death, (they 
being near neighbors at Grecnwhich,) he was 
much engaged in writing, which he performed 
with great difficulty, bolstered up in bed, 
with something placed before him to rest his 
paper on; his shoulders also being stiff, so 
that he could not move them, which, together 
with what M. K. saw, convinced her beyond 
adoubt, that he was spending his littl remain- 
ing strength, to leave behind him a proof of 
the abhorrence of those principles, which he 
had much of his life been endeavouring to in 
culeate ; this circumstance occasioned M. R. 
to be less careful to preserve or remember 
what she saw and heard:—but what became 
of the manuscripts has not been fully asecer- | 
tained, but it is reported and believed, that it | 
was sent to a certain Printer in this city, 
(since deceased) and while preparing for the 
press, was purchased at a considerable ex 
pense, by some of Paine’s former friends, and 
suppressed. 

The first time M. R. saw him, she waé going 
from Mecting, and when opposite the house 
where he resided, she asked a lad who was 
with her, ifhe knew Paine? he replied, yes; 
she then asked a description of lis person, 
not knowing that she had ever seen him—he 
asked if she had ever seen the devil, telling 
ber he looked like Aim. A voice tom the 
door, replied, “if he only oked like him it 
would do.” bie then perecived that the iden. 
tical person was at the door, (which before 
was hid from their view with trecs,) and had | 
heard the conversation. During the time of; 
Paine’s illness, M. R. was unwell, and the 
Physician who attended him, was called to | 
her; she asked how Paine was’? the Doctor 
replied, * very ill, we (meaning the Physicians) 
think we have never before seen such a suf 
fering object—but he tells me toalay,” added | 
he, “that tis bodily distress is nothing com- 
pared with that of his mind.” When she had 
recovered, she went to see him, and in ano- 
ther apartment found a French woman, who | 
had accompanied him from France, in great, 
distress, wringing her hands, and lamenting 
that she had forsaken her husband, tricuds, | 
and religion, to embrace the principles of | 
Paine ; that she had spent three years in fol- | 
lowing him, but that now he told her those 
principles woul. not stand, and charged her 
not to build upon thein—and now, says she, | 
have none to look to.

die like one.” When he had shut the door, 
Paine said, ** You see how t have lived this 
has been my heaven—these, my friends, can 
do nothing but afflict me.” 

He wished W. H. te endeavour to obtain 
permission for hisinterment in Friend’s ground. 
W. H. let hin know he hardly thought it pro- 
bable it would be granted, stating: his ceasons ; 
and on applying found Fricad’s sentiments to 
be ashe expected, which he informed Paine 
of, with the necessary explanations; he was af- 
fected with the refusal, but thought it just, 
and afterwards left directions to be interred 
on hisown farm at New-Rochelle, giving the 
field, by will, fora place of interment for poor 
strangers.

Can any thing compatible with reason and 
justice flow from so foul a seurce ? Can any 
part of a system having such an origin or in 
any way connected with or proceeding from 
such a base and corrupted channel be permit- 
ted to exist among those who wear tie forms 
of men and claim a rank among civilized be- 
ings ? The answer is at hand, and is one which 
must crimson with shame and indignation the 
cheek of every American, who hava heart to 
fecl and a soul to abhor the crimes which 
have, and which still continue to cast such 
deep disgrace upon his name. These terms are 
strong, but what and where is the boasted 
freedom of our country, when the rank cor- 
ruption of slavery is permitted ; nay encourag- 
ed to breathe its pollution before our eyes, in 
the very bosom of our republic, and to give 
the lie to our teeths when we Mould say “ here 
is the land of Freedom ?” We are aware of the 
arguments urged to clear us of the opprobrium.

It is too plain there are none—-and that, 
in the only quarter where it could prove effcc- 
tual, there is no evidence of that professed 
desire for wiping away this stain, whicb will 
induce the world to belicve in our sincerity. 
A want of time cannot be urged ag an excuse. 
Near half a century has elapsed and nothing 
has yet been done, since we proclaimed to 
the world that all men are born fiee and 
equal; and “ am LI nota man and a brother” ex-
